Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  the  town  for  the  Year  •1965«. 

The  mid-year  population  as  supplied  by  the  Registrat  General  was  12,680 
compared  with  12,560  in  1964,  showing  an  increase  of  120, 

During  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  ninety  seven  deaths,  giving 
a  death  rate  of  15*5  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  a  national  rate  of  11*5 
with  73*6%  of  the  deaths  occurring  in  persons  over  sixty-five  years  and  26° k%  in 
persons  under  sixty-five  years,  five  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one 
year,  two  from  prematurity,  one  Atelectasis  and  one  Respiratory  Infection, 

There  were  one  hundred  and  ninety  seven  births,  thirty  of  which  were 
illegitimate,  a  birth  rate  of  15»6  per  1,000  population,  lower  than  national  rate 
of  18*0. 


During  the  year  twenty-seven  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified, 
three  Scarlet  Fever,  sixteen  Measles,  two  Dysentery,  four  Acute  Pneumonia  and 
one  Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

There  were  forty- three  new  houses  erected,  thirteen  by  the  Local 
Authority  and  thirty  by  other  persons,  eighty  three  houses  were  inspected  for 
defects.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  two  houses  and  one  was 
demolished,  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  grants  for  thirteen  houses, 
ten  v/ere  granted. 

The  number  of  Caravan  Sites  licensed  were  twenty,  accommodating 
three  thousand  and  twelve  caravans.  All  sites  were  visited  regularly  during  the 
Year. 


Food  prem.ises  were  inspected  regularly,  with  lOO^o  meat  inspection,  the 
existing  Abattoir  continued  to  function  dur*ing  the  Year, 

Refuse  was  collected  weekly.  In  the  summer  months  Hotels  and  Business 
Premises  get  a  collection  twice  weekly,  and  in  exceptional  cases  a  third 
collection  was  made. 

Regular  sampling  of  ice  cream  was  undertaken  to  achieve  Grade  I  standard, 
also  sampling  of  Bathing,  Paddling  Pools  and  Sea  Water  to  check  on  pollution.
